Qhanning called to-day upon Lord Klm- 
berly, aeoretary for forei((n affaire, and pre- 
eented to him the reaolutidhs adopted at a 
mass meeting held in London yesterday 
under tho auepicea of tho Armenian aooiety 
to. protest ftgainat tho Turkioh atrooitiea in 
Armenia. A long oonfercnco was hold in 
which tho delegation Bubmittod proposals 
for reforms in Armenia. Lord Kimberly 
txpresBod sympathy with the movement 
and promised to oonsider the proposals. 

Tho British, French and Rueaian govern- 
monta have ioformed the Porte that they 
will send delegates to reprcsont them on tho 
oommission to ioveatigate the Armenian 
trouble, Tbe commiiisTon will probably sit 
in Moosh.

Tho Daily News saya that Great i3ritain, 
Fraaoe and Bassia have informed tho Porte 
that thq{r delegatea would not form part of 
the oommiuion or join in drawing up tho 
report. It appears that these powers did 
not ask permiasion.to send delegates. It ia 
rumored that this step preoludes joint 
aotlon by the powers to secure the execu- 
tion of tho reforms in aooordanoe with the 
Berlin treaty.

Sak Franoisco, Deo. 18. — The steamer 
Umatilla, from Victoria, duo yesterday 
morning, did not get in till midnight. Sho 
reports bad weather all along tho coast. 
Tho State of California, alao overdue, ar- 
rived early this mornlog after a very rough 
passage from Portland. Neither steamer 
brings any news of tbe missing Keweenaw 
and Montaerrat. A faint hopo ia still 
held out that one vessel may bo aeeistiug 
tho other. There are few who cling to 
this belief, and those who were the earnest 
supporters at the start have very little to 
say. In an interview with Captain 
Mosher to-day tbe captain asserted 
that he had not mnoh hope of ever 
leeiog the two steamers. There was every 
likelihood that the Keweenaw had broken 
down. C<>ptain Blackburn, fearless as he 
was, had, ho thought, gono to her assistance 
and during tho atrugi^lo to get a bawaer to 
tho Kow(;enaw, bom veenola came into ool- 
llKiou aud went down. Tho whi'reaboula of 
tho burlia Oolumbir. and Gurmania aru not 
known. Whiln fearu are not expreanod for 
theColumblu, conaiiiorablo anxiety la folt 
for the eafflty of tho Germonia. Tlio latter 
vosBol ia nearly forty- live years old, and 
with her ooal cargo there is fear that she 
did not come through the gales suooeatf ally. 



NOVELIST STEVENSON. 

Death Caused by FaralysiB of the Brain— His 
Ijatest Novel— Aa Irreparable 
IiDSB to Letters. 

London, Deo. 18 — An Auckland dispatch 
to tho Star aontuina a few details of tho 
death of Noveliat Stevenson on tbe evening 
ot Deoeutber 3. Stevenson remarked to his 
wife that ho felt a atrango pain iu his head. 
Almcit immodiatnly afterward he fell back 
BonseloBB and never regained oonaoiousnoaa. 
He died two hours .ator. The causo of hia 
death was paralyslH ol the brain. 

Andrew Lsng, in a column skotoh written 
for tho News, Bays : " In a letter whioh I 
received from him only last week, be dia- 
played for the first time in bis correapond- 
ence and my long friendship to him, a cor- 
tain anxiety about himself. He was 
haunted with a dread of paralysis and some 
lingering mental malady like Oaan Swift's." 

Tbe News learaa that Mr. Stevenson's 
new novel entitled " Northern Lights," was 
completed shortly before bis death, and will 
be published aoon. ' It says editorially : 
Mr. Stevonaon's loss Is Irreparable to letters, 
because no other writer of our time ap- 
proached him in breadth, variety and ap- 
peal."

Ottawa, Deo. IS.— Tho greatest poaaibla 
harmony prevails among the membera of 
the old government, and they have agreed 
to accept portfolios under Mr. Bowell's 
loadorship. Sir C. H. Tupper was about 
tho first man to call upon Hon. Mr. 
Bowell this morning. They were closeted 
for over an bonr. Later on in the 
day it was reported around that 
Sir Charles had boon ofTered and 
accepted the portfolio of Justice. The 
vaoint Nova Scotia portfolio waa, as fore- 
shadowed, offered by Hon. Mr. Bowell to 
Mr. Edward Kenny, sr. member for 
Halifax. Mr. Kenny wired to the 
Prouiior hia appreciation of the 
honor done him, but intimated 
that ho could not accept, and ilr, Bowell 
therefore asked Mr, Diokey to come to 
Ottawa. Ho will bo here to-morrow. If 
ho accepts a portfolio tho pereonnol of the 
ministry will bo coinploto. Tho Solicitor- 
General and tho two controllers will retain 
their present oflioes. 

Following up tho advice whioh Mr. Bowell 
frequently tendered to Sir John Thompson, 
to take tho portfolio of President of tbe 
Privy Counoil, and which, as a matter of 
fact. Sir John waa arranging to do, the 
newpremierhasdecidedto take that poaition, 
thereby enabling him to devote all hia time to 
the duties of the Premiership. The earneat- 
noas with which Prince Edward Island has 
urged ita olaima to cabinet representation 
baa been effective, and it ia understood that 
Hon. Donald Forgnson will bo given a seat 
in tho cabinet without portfolio. Sir Frank 
Smith, tho Premier's loyal friend and col- 
league, waa in town to day, but left for 
homo to-night radiant at the outlook.

Interestiiis: Case— Captain Arrested 
aud Thrown Into Prison by the 
Feravian Authorities. 



Salts for Bamagres Asralnst the U. S. 
Consul and the Washing- 
ton Government. 



PoBT lowNSXNO, Dco. 18.— (Special)— 
Captain John Lee, at one time in com- 
mand of tbo bftrkentino Disoorery, who has 
visitod Puget Sound scores of times, 
Ihrouijh tho alleged arbitrory aotiona of the 
American consul at Callao lost hia veeBoI, 
the bark Templar, whioh for many years 
plied between tbe Sound and San Fran> 
Cisco, and was himself thrown into prison 
at tho requoab of tho consul. The captain 
haa returned to tho Coast and ia preparing 
to Buo tho consul for ciU.OOO damagea. A 
claim will also be lilod with tho depurtmenb 
of state against tho government of Peru for 
damages incurred by reason of his incar- 
ceration in a Callao jiil. Captain Leo 
Bailed from Moodyvillo over a year ago for 
Callao in tho Templar laden with lumber. 
The crow waa to be paid off down there. 
During tho voyage a dinagreoment arose be- 
tween tho muster and his men. Arriving at 
Callao the latter complained to tho Ameri- 
can conaul, who adjudged that the crew re- 
turn on board and thoro remain until ahs 
ahould call atanmeAmoricanportandtherobe 
disobargod. Leo objected and enforced his 
objection by arming bimaolf and refusing to 
permit them to oome on board. The troabla 
was again referred to tbe consulate. The 
consul, a new arrivai and wholly unfamiliar 
with shipping regulations, in a dispute with 
tho captain attacked him with a olawham< 
mer. A row ensued; Lee waa hnatied off 
to jail, and when the oonani refused to pre* 
for any charged he was liberated. In the 
meanwhile the oonsul deoided to send the 
crow back to tbe United Ssates and bought) 
them firsb-clasB passegea by steamer to San 
Francieoo. All of this ran tho vessel into 
debt. To aaliafy tho clalma tho Tomplar 
was sold twice under libel proceedings and 
was bought in each lime by a ayndioato in- 
cluding Captain Loo.

New Westminster, Deo. 18 — The Burn- 

aby oounoil by resolution atrongly diaap- 
proved of the qualilioation for oounoillor be- 
ing raised from §250 to §500, aa per rosolu- 
tioDat tha meeting of munioipalltiea at 
WeetmiiiBtser. 
(Che following are the chief amendmenta 

S reposed in the Westminster oibf charter : 
'o abolish ward divisions ; to provide for 
the election of from 7 to 15 aldermen ; to 
fix the qualification for mayor at §1,000 and 
aldermen at S500; to remove the disqualifioa- 
tion for non-payment of taxoa and to pro- 
vide for police oommlasioners consisting of 
mayor, county court judge and police mag- 
istrate. 

Nakaimo, Deo. 18 — lexada island gold 
has again become the subject of mncb dis- 
onasion here. Several excellent ppeoimena 
have been exhibited the last day or two. 
[Eheso show a considerable quantity of free 
gold ; but to experienced eyes it looks a 
trifle too much like the product of a " apecl- 
men mine" with a vein ao small as to 
require almost solid metal to work. One 
party, oonsisting of aeveral men, chartered 
a steamer and set out for the island to-day. 

The loss of the Montaerroti and Eewec 
naw demonstrates the need of more adequate 
means to proteot sailors from Koing to sea 
In coffin ships. At present if Lloyds' agent 
Is satisfied any vessel may sail no matter in 
what condition. Kanaimo has for a long 
time been frequented by Amerioan bulla, 
all more or leaa insecure. Under present 
laws thoro are no moans of oompelliog in- 
apeotion and they may load as deep as the 
agent will lot them. Some regalation like 
the British load line aot is very mnoh need- 
ed at this port. 

PLOIPEB PASS. 

Plumper Pass, Deo. 17. — The public 
wharf on Galiano island will be extended 
the coming spring, to enable flteamen to 
effect a good landing. 

The severe windstorms of laat week 
brought down trees in all dlreotions. Sev- 
efal small boata were driven ashore, but so 
far no serious damage has occurred, 

A vacancy in the Mayne island school 
board is caused by the resignation of Mr, 
Herbert Maoklln, who during his unexpired 
term of offiee was appointed seoretary to the 
board. The election to fill the vacancy is 
convened to take place on the 26th inst. 

Considerable dissatisfaotlon is manifested 
by reason of the inquest on the Jap who 
committed suicide on Satnrna island. The 
jury, who were empanelled on five minutes' 
notice, had to row some six miles to view 
the body, and it was night when they re- 
turned to the Pass. Pending the inquest 
which was then to take place, supper was 
provided, the proceedings lasting until after 
ten o'clock. Owing to the lateness of tho 
hour several jurors who live on adjacent 
ialunda were uniblo to return homo. Their 
nece^aary hotel exponeca having been die- 
-allowed they are not unnaturally die- 
if)lea8ed, 

At present thoro ia no market for root 
crops, which are being stored away in 
abundance. Hay and oata, howeveri have 
been moving rather freely. 

Settlers at the north end of Galiano island 
havo petitioned the government to form a 
school district in that locality. 

A few weeks ago a well-known Galiano 
island rancher whilst in Victoria exhibited 
a " roll of billa" in presence of a stranger 
when returning tho hospitality of a friend. 
Upon being auked aa to how he became 
pjaseaaed of auoh a number, he jokingly 
replied, "Why I made them of course," 
giving the wink to the stranger. Since 
then he has becomo tho recipient of typo- 
written eiroalars from various parte of the 
United States ryking him to become an 
agent for the d apoaal of " green goods." 

Only one objection has been lodged with 
the asaesaor of taxes, which will be diepoaed 
of at tho court of appeal to be held on Wed- 
neaday next. 

It ia rumored that work in the Tumbo 
island minea will bo roaumod early in tho 
spring, tho nccsBBury cipital being ready.

.WAGES AND PRICES. 

To TiiK Editok ; — Your loader of to-day 
under tho hooding of " Some Important 
FaotB" o&lU uttention to an artlola to Brad- 
street's by Mr. Edward Atkinson, who en- 
deavors to prove that tho reduction in 
prices, which ia now acknowledged to 
have taken place, hbs been oaueed by the 
reduction In tho coat of producing and dia- 
triouting the nooeasariea of lifo and not by 
the appreciation of gold. Mr. Atkinson is 
o very clever and plausiblo writer, bub I 
think in thla ciso, aa in in^ny of hie fornior 
oontributiona to literature on kindred sub- 
jeota, there are weak pointa in his armor. 
He proves tlio fall in prioea by the very 
proper prooess o( Index numbers and la like 
manner an apparent rise in wages ; but if 
bis premises are correct, how ia it tliat with 
obeap food and high wagea there vas never 
known a period when there was go much 
distreas among tho working olassea, distreaa 
so great that it has aimoat created revolu- 
tions in some of the greatest producing 
countries of the world. 

There must be some fault in the power of 
diitributioD. Money is the great distributor 
of wealth, and there is notenongh money for 
the purposes of distribution. 

If Mr. Atkinson ia corroob in his argu- 
ments is it not u curious fact that thu gen- 
eral fall in prices should have been coinci- 
dent with the adoption of gold monometal- 
liam by tho Icudinc; oommeroial nations of 
tho world ? 

Mr. Atkinpon and many others aro apt to 
bo led away from tho truth in eBtimntiug 
tho rata of wages. They take tho daily 
woges paid and assume that tho wuge-earuer 
obtaina that amount all tho year round, for- 
goltingtho numerous reductions which occur 
for non employment through a variety of 
causes. 

I havo before mo now a rate of wages 
given by a firm in thla province which reads 
from §10 to ?30 per month, all told, and 
looks very plausible although amall enough, 
but the facts show that in conaeqiiouoo of 
deductions for weather and other causes the 
laborers really earn from 320 to §15 per 
month. 

The following prophecy made in 1871 by 
Ernest Seyd, one of the deepest thinljers on 
currency (luosliona wbloh this oentury has 
produced, la peculiarly interesting at the 
present junoturo. He says : 

" It la u great miatukoto suppoeo that the 
adoption of tho gold valuation by other 
statoa bcsIdoB England will be benefioiul. 
I6 will only load to tho destruotlon of tho 
monetary equilibrium hitherto existing and 
cauao a fall in the value of silver, from 
which England's trade and the Indian silver 
valuation will bufTor more than all other in- 
toroatB, griovouo as i:':r(d de.dine. of 

}>roH]icril!/ all over the irorld vill be Tho 
Btrong doctrinism txistiug in England as re- 
gards tho gold valuation ia Bo blind that 
wl oii tho tiiiio of (loprcflaiou seta in there 
win bo this upeoiul feature : the economical 
authoritiea of tho country will reluao to 
listen to tho cause hero foroahadowcd ; every 
poBBlblo attempt will bo made to prove that 
tho decline of commoroo is duo to all aorta of 
oauBDS and irroconollablo mattora. Tho 
workman and his atrikor will bo tho first 
oonvenioDt target ; then speculation and 
ovor-truding will have their turn. 

■< Lator on, whon foreign nations, unable 
to pay In eilver, have reoonne to proteotioo, 
when a number of other 'aeoondctry oanaoa 
develop themaelvea, then many would-be 



wise men will have tho opportunity of 
pointing to apecifio reasons which in their 
eyes acoonnt for the falling ofT in every 
branch of trade. Many other allegations 
will be made, totally irrelevant to the real 
isBue, but satisfactory to the moralising 
tendency of finanolal writers. Tho groat 
dangtr of tho timo will then bi, that among 
all thla oonfusion and atrife, England's 
supremacy in commorco and manufactures 
may go baokwarda to an (-xtont which can- 
not bo redressed when tho real cause bo- 
comea rocognizjd ond the natural remedy is 
applied. "

in 1871 when Seyd was writing upon what 
would happen under a reign ot gold mono- 
motall'Sm.

To IBB EditObs— At a nteetiog of the 
city aauQoil on Jnly l. or the one preced- 
ing, Mr. Mnnnflonriahed' a telegram from 
Nanaimo reoommending the immediate pur- 
chase of six miles of Insulated wire at §19 40 
per owt. or $102 per mile, giving as his 
rpajon the proapeota of an immediate rise in 
tho price of copper. Afterwards Meesra. 
Spratt and Gray and other interested par- 
tics wrote to tho council ^nd tho Colonist, 
objooting to the husto as unnecensary, to tho 
price as oxceaslve and to tho niolhod of pur- 
ohaao an unfair to morohauta who wero pro- 
pared to tender. 

On. July G Mr. Munn said iu a letter to 
tho CoLfl.si.4T that tho "pu!cha"o was 
oU'eoti d on tho advice of t!io olootrical 
onginoer," and " ao far I havo hoard of 
nothing which ahowa tho IranBaotion to bo 
bad." On the following day Mr. McCrady 
concluded a letter full of information ub to 
tho price of Inaulatod electric wire oe fol- 
lows : " Tho fact is lliat tho city, urged on 
by Aid. Munn, made a bargain for wire 
that no intelligent purchasei' would havo 
made, and some ono reaped tho be|i( lit of 
about §'290, which could have been saved to 
the city had the wire been purchased by ton- 
dor. " 

Since that timo the prico of copper has 
advanced a cent por pound, a difTorenoo (all 
orbor thtnga being equal) of 85 '2% por mile. 
Now, If this is oompared with the contract 
price of the purcbaaa authorized by the 
oounoil on Monday evening there la a differ- 
enoa in favor of "tender" over "direct 
purchase " of S27 28 por mile, or a total for 
tho ton miles of 8272 80. 

Without adoptmg eilher Mr. Moon's 
opinions or Mr. MoCrady'a figarea, we have 
here direct evidence of the way in wbiob 
the city's money would have been muddled 
away by Mr. Munn and his <-xpert had not 
tho aouucil followed the method of pro- 
ooduro insisted on by the chairman of tho 
finance committee, which ia that all pur- 
ohasoa ahall be by tender.

Japanese Froflframme Chanfired— Not 
to Be Led Into a Trap- 
BefonnB In Korea.' 



A. B. do Guervil'e, tho waroorreBpondonfc 
of the Now York Herald and Frank Loalic'a 
Weekly, who returned from Japan by the 
Eaipreas of ladla yeatorday, givei an em- 
phatic oontradiction to the wbled state- 
mentB of Mr. Jimes Creelman ancl others 
of dilgnating atrooitics perpetrated by tho 
Japaneie at the fall of Purt Arthur. M. de 
Guervillo, who was tormerly oomnniasioner 
for tho World'a Fiir from tho United 
States to China, Korea and Japan, has 
been with tho Jiipuneao army almost 
ilcoa the initiation of hotttliiieH ; ha was 
with the troops before, duriog anduftcr t;ho 
fall of Port Arthur, and ho ia therefore 
qutkliiied to speak tu tho matter. 

*' It ia not so," ho exclaimed in oonvora*- 
tien with a newspaper man yesterdny, 
"that the jApaneae relapsed into their 
former bakrbarism at tha fall of Port Arthur, 
a?hiy dil no'hinj; of t'lo kind. Ibey bi'vo 
from the bpciiiug of iha ptdBGbb Vfki Bui ihe 
Worlil an fxamplo in humanity to their 
foea. Ab Ping Vang; at Yaloo river; 
at ouch und every one of the Itas 
notable cnniigenicctf, their kiodnesa not 
ouly to thtir pilaoiiere, well or wounded, 
bus alao to the populi.ncc of tho iiivudcd 
country has bieii Eoiiiothiiif; rciimi k^blo, 
la it likely that they should uO I'.irt Arthur 
forget tho leaaon thty Imd so grandly leurntd, 
and disgraoa theinBulvea hopeleeuiy in tho 
eyes of tho civilized peoplos of the world 
whose respect they had enrned by their 
humanity iis well as by their brilliant foata 
of erma Lit mo tell you how it was, and 
all that there is of truth in this report cf 
tho Japanese armies lupiing into barbarism. 
As the Japaneao army advanced through the 

f)onina'ila countlosa hortlblo tales were re- 
ated to them by tho Ohineao poasantry, who, 
grateful to them for the very food they p.te 
as well aa for dolivotanoe from their oppres- 
sors, were soon their fast friends. These 
stories of orueltiea to Japanese soldiers by 
Chinese forces were something frightful — 
enough to maka ons's blood boil with 
rigo that suoh things cnuld be. At 
Kinchiu they were told of three 
non-belligerent ,Tap4nose who were ar- 
rested US spies and without trial or proof 
of offsndiog burned to death after horrible 
mutilatioo. Furtheron, absolute confirnia' 
tion of the atory was obtained. On Novem- 
ber 10 two skirmubinK battaliona of Japan- 
ese oavftlry — »boati 230 men — io advance of 
the oolamn marahtng on "Pari. Arthur came 
aaroea a body of some 3,000 Chtneae— borae, 
infwtry and artillery. To eagsge the enemy 
waa not to be thought of with the numbers 
ao unequal, ao the Japanese dropped buck 
with the intention of awaiti&g the coming 
up of the advance guard of the main oolum o. 
The Chinese had seen and identified them, 
however, and at ones attacked, so that in 
desperation the little band, outnumbured 
ten to one, could only select an elevated 
position and make a good fight antil the 
end came. Their forlorn hope was that tho 
advance guard would come up before 
they had all been out to plecop, 
but thia hope was not roalizjd. When tho 
army arrived ot the eoene of the gallant 
Rtand, the tight was over and tho Cnineso 
hid returned to Port Arthur. Then it was 
that the Japanese stalF made what to my 
mind was a mistake, Tuey marched the 
army through toward Port Arthur by a road 
bordered with iho horribly mutilated corpses 
of their own dead hercei. The hands of 
many and their foot were gone ; their bodies 
wo e vilely, fiendishly disfigured ; and fiom 
the color of the blood and tho appearance of 
these poor, abused bodies, it was oil too 
evident that tho hideous mutilation hud in 
the majority of oaeea been the cause of death. 
The wounded had been butchered in fashion 
so oruel, 80 barbarous that nothing in the 
history of the savagery cf the American 
Indians approaches it in horror. I watched 
tho Japanese soldiery closely as they 
marched through the ghastly avenues of 
their mutilated dead. 1 saw by the flash- 
Ing eyes and the firmly compressed lips 
that there would be grim work when the 
army of the rising aun was face to face with 
the bntobera of their oomradca and country- 
men. Nor was I wrong. You know how 
Port Arthur tell and how like demons the 
Japanese fought. Were they guilty of 
ritali.t iry atrooltiea T' No, they were nob. 
The moat that can truthfully be said is 
that they used the cold (teel mora 
than they did firearms — the latter 
haviDK won their former battles. As 
JapKneie 8»ordamen do, they struck 
for the neobaof their foes, and many Chinese 
hoadd were thus aovercd from tho bodies at 
the taking of Port Arthur. The hoadlesa 
bodirs n-' ru of fiouriio seen by the cor- 
reep'>:uUntP, but liKro were no inBtuncns of 
muiihitKin, of thivt, I tkrii iiuie. Tho J'ip.111- 
eso fought fur veiifc;o"'t;u '■■t well »a victory 
and honor, hut out for one hour or ono 
monieal did tho urriiy or ai,y portion of it 
revert into bkrharinm or doacond to the 
level of its less civilized foe. As tor the 
foreign correapondenta leaving tho Juponoao 
army in diagnst ' iva a Htrong pruteet against 
tho inhuinaidiy (lltpliiy-d,' why ib biinply 
isn't the fact, 'I'hii corri'spondantp, or at 
all pventB thn wiili^^ uwnkn ones, Icic the 
army afti-r Fort Arthur fyll Ixcuiau I buy 
saw thnt lh';re would Ixi ik) furthuf in.>vo- 
ment in that dircctioi) and all were in hiiHto 
to put themaElves in prisilimi In move with 
tho now divieliin. As for iiiyseif I 
do not anticipate that 'horn will bo aoy 
moro serious fighting For that reason and 
beoaueo private businoea oalls me, I have 
come homo," 

General Count Vamc-cati hue boon 
luooeeded in the command <£ his 
famous division by General Nodzii, and 
new tsotlos will now be witneaaod. It wua 
Oenei'al Yamagott's keen desire to preos on 
to liloakden and F«kiDg und dlotato tcrma 
to China from the capital. The new com- 
mander will in all probability be onntent to 
ooonpy the Lein Tung pentosula this winter 
and advance in the apring, Whether he is 
wise or foolish remains to bo dlsoloaed. 
There are many who hold that Japun should 
follow up her victories sharply as alio has 
been doing— otherwise she may yot loao 
what she h.>6 bo bravely won, 

M, do Cuervillo expresied great aurprleo 
when told of Mr. .luiiioa Creelnua'a stato- 
montthata " btothor corrospondent " had, 
in order to got liim out of the way, given 
information U'. ilio Japancun war depart- 
ment that ho (Croolinun) waa u (/liinoao spy. 
M. do Guervillo aaya that bo niuat! bo tho 
correBpoudent rofcrred to by Mr. Croclman, 
but he adds, " the man must bo crazy. Hu 
has not enjoyed tho oonfidonoaof tho J apaii- 
aae aud has folt very sore about it. There 
ia abiolately no foundation ao far aa I know 
for tbia wild atory of his." 

Tho mall advices from tho aoat of war 
brought by yoatorday's atoamor contain but 
little " news," although there It aome mys. 



Itorv about the inovonifnta of tho First Army 
Gorpa under Count Yamagata, whi io re- 
ported to be rolurning to Japan aick-llstod. 
Moauwliilo it in not (icliuitely known whe- 
ther hia liivisiou will go into winter <|uartor8 
or wholiipr hoiiio combined movement be- 
tween tho two ariniea le in contemplation. 
From tho la eat aotjounti the capture of 
Port Arthur was attended by desperate 
fighting, tho Japanese, burning with tho da- 
alre for vengeanoo, aiming to destroy their 
foea without mercy, and refusing quarter to 
those who a few days baforo hud brutally 
maltreated their wounded. The loss to the 
Japanese in connection with tho taking of 
the great sea fort was very light — fourteen 
hilled and thirty-two wonoded at the liattle 
at Uojoshi on November 18 ; three killed 
at Boikosht two days later ; and fifteen killed 
and one hundred and niaety-eight wounded 
atthotaking of Port Arthur on November 20, 
Toe Chlneso troops that were on their way 
to Port Arthur when that stronghold fell 
are now distributed along the coast at dif- 
ferent paints in tho vicinity, threatening 00- 
oaslonally to attack Port Arthur in conoert 
with the defeated troops. Tho Japanese 
army observes the groateat dillgenoQ. " The 
Japanese," says a Shanghai paper, " may 
rest' aaeured their hardest work is yet to 
ootno. Hitherto by means of years of most 
oareful preparation, they have been able to 
bring proponderatingly largo maBees of men 
against tho wholly unprepared Cninoao. 
Kvon thus they have found it rather 'hard 
walking ' to got to Peking by the ond of Oc- 
t)bor. They may fiod It hardenougb to get 
to Moukden by the end of November, What 
thou? I'bo roada are beginning to bo at 
thoir boat. There will be no fear of a land- 
ing .'iiong tho ShunhaikuAD aaaboard. Tho 
Chineao forces gathored and gathorht;— 
very d]fr,jrtn;. from tlioao who stubbornly 
fought Hgnicat odda at Pingyan!( and Chiu- 
lionoheng — will advanci) into Manchuria and 
oaaily cut ell tho poBsibility of retreat " 
Thia ia ill J apan accepted ua China's chief 
(loalru — to Koo the jApanojo advance na far 
iulaud as Moukden at least, so that thoy 
may be out oti from thoir euppliea and thua 
hopelesaly Bituited be utterly annihiloted. 
Hones, no doubt, tho change iu tho Japan- 
ese plana— Iho refusal to walk into the 
trap by marching upon Peking or yob at- 
tacking Moukden. The Japanese Adver- 
tiser agrees that thia alteration nf the Jap- 
anese plana is wise indeed. " Wo cannot 
but think," it saya, "that the Japanese are 
wise in taking this etep. Kv«n for the pur- 
pose of acoumpliabiDg a aigaal coup and of 
securing tho imaginary treasures with the 
possession of wbioh rumor credited the an- 
cient capital, tha undertaking was hugely 
difTicult and hardly worth the trouble." 

In oonneotion with the movements 
of the Japanese fleet it in noted that 
three Japaneae oraiaen, tha Yoahino, Nani- 
wa and Takao, While radonnoltrinK in tho 
neighborhood of the month of thoLla-ho 
river on Novemtier 'S5, dlaoovered entrench- 
menta garriaoued by Chinese troops. As 
three German men'-of-war were lying there, 
tho Japanese veaaela went away without 
doing anything. The orniaer Chiyoda re- 
connoitred off Fuohow on November 26, 
when aho discovered ssveral hundred Chin- 
IHO troops embarking in a steamer of about 
(iOO tona at a certain plaoo. The Chiyoda 
tired upon them and tho enemy returned the 
lire, but their shots did not reach the 
man-of-war. The (Jhiaese flsd and tha Chi- 
yoda captured the ateamer und hrouaht her 
back to tho rendezvous, Tho British 
oruiaer Porpoiso arrived at Chefoo on 
November 22, and sailed again at day- 
light tho next morning. Tho Uritiah 
flaot in harbor on the 2,'!rd oonsiatod of the 
LVnturion, Undaunted, Edgar, Crescent, 
.10 lua, Loander, Mercury, isovern, Daphne, 
and Pigmy, but about noon that day It 
sailed for an unknown dostination. The 
other men-of-war in port were thn French 
Bayard and Lion, American Ij^ltimore, 
(tormau Alexandrine, and Ruesiao Kreysser, 
Roar-Admiral Hoffman lioiated hia flag on 
board the German cruiser Arcona at Shang- 
hai on November 26 under a salute from his 
own ship of thirteen guna. The Brltiah 
cruiser Carolina aaluted his Hag with the 
same number. Ho was to leave in tho 
Arcona on the 27t.h tor Chefoo. The Pigmy 
was expeotod at Shanghai on the 27th and is 
ordered to relieve the Peacock at Hankow 
for the winter. 

The special correspondent of the Mainichi 
writes from Port Arthur under date Novem- 
ber 25 aa follows, concerning the attack on 
KInchow by the Chinese: "On November 
21, the day of the general advance on Port 
Arthur, when all our force was cinoontrated 
to the sonth, intelligence was received at 
the headc[aartera of the aec-md army corps 
t ) the effect that Chiaaae troops nomboring 
about 8.000 wera advaaoing to cba attack ot 
Kinchow. Our army WAS not surprised at 
this news, for it was kifown that there were 
Chinese troops abFaobov andNoivchwang, 
aid we had left two battaliona of infantry 
for the protection of Kinehow. The garri- 
son made preparations for the defence and 
oven tht) cooliea wore iirmed. There was nn 
J*pane8o artillery in Kinchow, but infantry 
miiii iiunued the guna cipturod thuro aud 
lired on tho enemy. It waa somcHhvt 
a range for infantry luoii to wotk. tho Ijig 
guna, but: thoir uiiii waa moro acournte than 
that of till C;hine8i',and the lattir,cuniboring 
about 8,()(J(J, V ore repuleod in a short tiriio 
by only a little over 1,000 Japanese. A'ter 
wurda 2110 sailors were sent to Kinchow 
from Talionwan." 

Under date of tho 4th Inst, tho following 
.Seoul diepatoh w»a publtxhed in tho JIji 
.Shiinpo juat before tlio KnipresB sailed for 
V.'Cforia : 

" TliB Tal won-kuu has roiirod from rllico, 
and the Ming funii'y are about to bo re- 
Btortd to power. Tlio King has uccoptod 
twenty conditions relating to tho reform of 
tho govortimont, reoommondod by Couut 
Innuye. In-yo-kln, minister for juatico, 
und Jo sei juo, niioiptor for public works, 
have resigned ii> " posts. The Tongnaks 
have risen In vuriviia districts of the king- 
dom, and dlsgnietudo prevails in Saont."

TBE NEW OA ISIS ET. 

Those who hoped and expeoted that tho 
Hon. Mr. Bowell would have a );reat deal of 
diffionlty in formiDg a ministry will be dis- 
appointed. The members of Sir John 
Thompson'^ Government without a single 
exception have, we undorataud, accepted 
pl'icea in Mr. li jwoU'u Cabiuot. Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tuppor is tho new Minis- 
ter ot Jaatioe, the Hon. Mr. Coatigan 
takes his department, and the Hon. Mr. 
Dickey enters the Ministerial ranks 
as Secretary ot State. Mr. Diokey is a 
son of the Senator of that name. Ho repre- 
sents Cumberland, Nova Soutia, in tho 
Hoaae of Commons. His parliamentary 
career has noi been a long one. He was 
iirat elected in 1888, auooeeding to the 
representation of Sir Charles Tapper's con- 
stituency upon his distinguished predeces- 
sor beoominp High Commissioner in 
London. Aa a private member he has been 
popular in the House, and being a man of 
tact and high educational attainments— a 
lawyer by profeaaion— he will no doubt 
jaatify the Premier'a ohoica. It aeems 
that Mr. Diokey is nob to be the only new 
man in the Cabinet. Senator Donald 
Ferguson is to be a Minister without a port- 
folio. Mr. Ferguson is an uncommonly able 
man and be will make a valuable addition 
to the ministry. The Cabinet being thus 
oompleted, the Premier is to be congratu- 
lated on the reanlt of his labors. Accordinc:

THE DODOET SPEEGE. 

Our readers need not bo told that hard 
times affoct governments aa well as in, 
dividualfl. A business depression which 
embarraeacB any considerable number of the 
taxpayers leasena the Government's receipts 
and plaoee it very much in the aame position 
aa a businesa concern which, though per 
feotly solvent and with excellent prospoota, 
finds itself in tho meantime unpleasantly 
icirca of ready money. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Turner, this year gives 
a frank and remarkably olear aooount 
of tho fiuanoial oondttion of the Frov- 
inoe. He tells the Legislature and the oonn 
try that when the end of the year 1893-4 
oamo ho found that instead of having a sur- 
plus to draw upon ho had to face an over- 
draft of $230,000, and that the expenditure 
exceeded the estimate by aome (330,000. 
The cause of thia defioienoy wastwofold — the 
espenditnre from oausea thatnoone oonldha ve 
foreaeen was greater than had been oaloulat- 
ed upon, and tho receipts were leas than the 
Fiuanco Minister had reason to expect. The 
Minister relates in detail what were the un- 
locked for cauBoa of expenditure and how it 
came to paea that tho reoeipta were leas 
than were estimated. He holds nothing 
back. The reader of the speech will find no 
involved atatementa which are hard to un- 
derstand. Nothing is easier tlian to follow 
him in this part of hia apeeoh, and we are 
quite Buro that nine men out of ten will 
pronounco tho atatement to be tesaonable 
and aatiafactory. 

It is natural to oonolude that the Govern- 
ment| Ilka » fjreat many other creditors, 
found it Impossible to collect all that waa 
duo them. A very oouaiderablo poroontago 
of tht; dobta duo the Government arc, how- 
e"er, oolleotlble, and may be considered a 
good aeaot. It wottld be orual aa well aa 
impolitic to pu»h these debtors jusb now, 
bob when the good times come agahi, as cer- 



tainly they will, thoae in arrears will be re- 
minded of their indebiedneaa, and no doubt 
a proportion of them will make an effort to 
pay up. Wo seo that in hia estimate for 
next yoar the FlHanoe Minister baa aet 
down a very modest sum aa arrears of taxes 
to be paid Lb. 

lb In enoouragiog to see that some aouroei 
of revenue have exceeded the estimate. 
Tho chief of these are miuioR receipts. This 
shows that the d.iveloptnent of the mineral 
reaourooa of the Proviuut< has been going On 
at an e-nc'^iragiug rate, and there is no 
doubb that this pragreaa will be still 
greater and more cheering In the near 
future. 

We are glad to aee that the Government 
have not been induced by the oroakings of 
timid fripnds or the dismal predlotlona 
of the soheming and tho unpatriotic howlers 
of the Opposition to abandon their policy of 
progress and improvement. During tho 
past year thoy have, in spite of all dia- 
couragomonta, gone on with tho projaoted 
improvemouts, and they propoao in the 
current and coming year beaidea doing their 
utmoab to repair tho damage done by 
the floods to proceed with tho de- 
velopment of tho difTerent resources 
of tho Province. Tlio oatimatesfor the com- 
ing year arc ou tho ajmo liberal scale as that 
of former years. No service ia to be starved 
and no neoessary publlo work neglected. As 
the Finance Minister pointed out, the out- 
lay of past years beaides improving the 
Province has yielded a substantial return in 
tho ahapo of inoteaaed revenue, Tho show- 
ing ie a remarkable one, " L^aviog out tho 
land sales," aaid tho Hon. Mr, Turner, " we 
find that the revenue from 188S 
to 1893 went up year by yoar as 
follows : $427,379 ia 1888, then $556.837 ; 
$599,934 ; $715,449 ; $806,487 ; and In 1893, 
§341,012. An increase of revenue amount- 
ing to nearly 100 per cent, in six yeera ia 
something wo think unprecedented eve/i on 
thia continent in which oommunities grow 
;o rapidly. At any rate British Colum- 
biana have good reason to feel encouraged 
at the result, and to continue to maintain 
tho policy which has done so muoh for the 
provlnoo in so ahoot a time. 

The reader of the Budget apnech will see 
that in the expenditure of the people's 
money the Government have^ evident- 
ly no end in view except the im- 
provement of the country. A obeeae-paring 
policy might eflfect the aaving of some 
thouaanda of dollars a year, but a little in- 
quiry will show that thia can only be done 
at the expense of the progress of tho Pro- 
vince. British Columbia is in that position 
at present in which a liberal expenditure in 
opening up the country and In a leijltlmate 
manner encouraging its difTarenb industries 
is the moat effective aa well bb the moat en- 
lightened economy, Thia Provlnoo has no 
use for the narrow-minded, short-sighted 
economista who aee extravagance in 
every nnnanal expenditure and ruin 
in every dollar added to the provincial 
debt. Che men who would allow the ehip 
to be lost for the want of a ha'porth of tar 
are, we are glad to aee, not popular in 
thia Provinoe and we trust they never will 
be. 

The Finance Minister has faith In the Pro- 
vinoe and he has good reason for placing the 
utmost confidence In its inhabitants and ita 
reaourcea. There are few countriea on this 
continent that have to many and suoh varied 
reaourcea. Although none of those has 
been developed to any great extent 
the results prodneed considering ita 
small population are really wonderful. 
With a population of not more than 100,- 
000, a large proportion of whioh are Ignorant 
and unenterprising Indiana, ltd exports last 
year amounted to $7,84;i,000 ; §3,521,543 
being the product of the mines, $3,511,305 
of the fiaheries, and $411,623 from the 
foreat. The Finance Miniater la, we are 
confident, below the mark when he sets 
down the exports "In a few years " to bo 
nearer §10.000,000 than §8,000,000. The 
Imports reciuired by thia small com- 
munity wore in the aame year $5,- 
320,015. The Government that would 
retard the progress of suoh a flnnrishing 
Provinoe would incur a very heavy respon- 
sibility, and we are glad to aee that the pre- 
aent Government ia bound that British Col- 
ambla ahall not bo ohookod. 

The Finance Minister spent a good part 
of his time iu exposing the shallowness and 
the inaccuracy of the orlciolsms' of some of 
the leading men of the Opposition. It ie 
disappointing to aee those gentlemen viorely 
bccauao they aro opposed to tho Govern- 
ment of tho day lioinfj what they can to 
lower tho credit of the Province abroad and 
to inoreuBo i ho difEoultioa of the Government 
who are doing their best to carry the Prov- 
inoe safely through a period of depression 
whioh Is felt more or lesa aeverely by every 
country in tho world. 



treaty sharp limitationa were imposed upon 
the taking of seala at eea, but nothing 
was done to curb ^ the greed of the 
company that kllla^'on land. Aa usual, 
the British en^oya were, in this matter, 
jockeyed by tlie Americana, and judging 
from many experiences it ia not uureaaun- 
able to fear that they may ao fare again, 
Canada gays the free use of her cinals on 
the understanding that the United States 
would secure the same privilege for Can- 
ttdiauB on the U.S, oanala,, but tho obligation 
waa ovaderi. It would not i<i to agree to 
further defiallevreatriotiona on pelagic seal- 
ing on the . promiao thab the U.S. Govern- 
ment would " UBo ita endoavo'rs " or would 
" recommend tu Congress," or acy indefinite 
premiss of that kind to procurn the oeasa- 
tion of seal killii:g by the Alaska company. 
The one shouUl bo conditional on the other, 
and tho iigreomcnt be biodio^'On tho one 
party only ao long an it waa obaervod by the 
other. 

Wo do not know that there was any truth 
in tho report ; wo rather think there waa 
not. But tho Free Preaa takea tho right 
view of tho matter when it contends that 
Britiah aubjaots should not be forbidden to 
hunt seals on the high aeaa while American 
butobers are allowed to kill thcin and worry 
them to death on land. 



FAIR PLAY DEMANDED. 

The Interest taken In the Behring Sea 
sealing question la quite livoly In every part 
of Canada. Canadians generally sympathise 
with British Columbia eoulers, and they aro 
pleaaed when they learn that juotioo ia likely 
to bo done them, They see, too, in a strong 
light the unreaaonableneas of the claims 
made by our American neighbors. The 
Winnipeg Free Preaa writea of the report 
that was lately put In circulation that tho 
United States Qovornment was deairoua to 
put a stop to pelagic aealing for a year, and 
perhaps more. It says : 

Canada was recently Informed by oable 
thab Mr. Hamlin, Aaaiatant Seoretary of the 
United States Treasury, recommends that 
no seals should be killed next season, usd 
has sent a notification In this sense to the 
leaaees of the Seal lalanda. In oonneotion 
with thia proposal, the United States Gov- 
ernment has invited all maritime nations to 
join "In preventing pelagic aoaling in 
Behring Sea." 

Should tho Paris conference load to an- 
ot.>ior International agreement oollateral to 
the first it Is to be hoped that oare will be 
taken to ensuro protection to the seals on 
the islands as well as at aea. By the Farii

Me. Sbuun resumed tho dcbita on the 
motioo for oooimlttoe of supply.

net feel bo ohetrful hiinBolt. Ho met 
the Btatement as to tlie chaugu of opinion 
in tha country «bowa by iho fact of a

prerioDsly the govocnment {opresentsd only 
B minority of (he eleutorate, by arguicjj 
that the ooneUtiuenoieB bad been gerryman 
dered ia to far as the time of pulliu^ waa 
ooDoerned, that sifter the laland returned » 
solid d4legation votea who were not acrid 
party men thought it iu tho interest of their 
dis'.rioc to aappcrt those who evidently 
would oontrol the publio expenditttre for the 
vesLt four years He deolartd also that it 
the proper notice had been given In Cariboo 
Gonorul Kinohant wonlddj*vo made a more 
thorouijn c mvaas which might havo^materi- 
ally blljoted the result; as for a atranger 
that gontleman had In a ehort time done 
remarkably well. Ho attributed the over 
cxpendit,ure ot the past year largely to the 
desire oa tho part of tho government to put 
themsclvta right with the people before tho 
eleciiocB Ho criticised tho argument that 
the formation of muniolpulities ia respon 
lible for a falling off io the revenuB, buo»uae, 
he aald, they have been formed now for a 
long ticiio, and while they do tuko boiuo uf 
the provincial revenue they govern tliem- 
seWes, and thus ouj;iit to reduce tho uost ef 
tho guueral government. He claimed that 
tho diBtrlots had been starved into 
forming separate muuicipalilies, tax- 
ing themselves even higher than tho 
govorrment had, but seeing that 
they got a dollar's worth for every dol- 
lar spent. He.qaoBtioned whether tho min- 
ing receipts estimated can be jastiiiibly 
taUen as at present from the mine laborers, 
this lyetem having been very properly ob- 
jected to as a tax upon labor. The ehrinlc- 
Ing of the reoeipta trom land sales, and the 
promised tffjrDo of the governiubnt to cuUeot 
the arroara he next crilioiaed, declaring that 
nexc year would probibly ba the moac un- 
favorable ID the history of the province to 
oompelthe agrloultural oonimunlry to pay 
up BUyifalog- i'he people have not the 
(noiiay and oaonoti .get it, having been im- 
poverlabed by jod and by drcugni, and by 
the lotv price of prodaota geuetally, and if 
ooafisoatioa la to tollow failure to pay there 
will ba » very large area of land coDfi'cited. 
He feared that the eatimata of $180,000 of 
raoeipte from this aonrce nonldfall far abort 
of being r«AUzed. OealiDg wltb the 
eitimated inoreaie for stationery he 
Buggested that a more feaiible way of 
ecoDomiBing than by onrtaiting aesaional 
papers would be to have the bookbindinz 
carried out on a more buaineaa-llke plan, 
pivin^! tlio work to tho lowest qualifi^id ten- 
derer.

He read (rem the Farmera' Advocate pub- 
liahed In L indon. Oat., and Winnipeg, an 
artiolo ooniplimcntary of tho governinoiit for 
their ell >rl8 oa heli'ilf of agriculture, iind suid 
that while lie would not accuse ;h'- Minister 
of pio npting that article himself whoever 
did ao nma. aave drawn upon his inngina- 
tion. He commeoded one subject particular- 
ly to the attention of the department of 
agrioultnrp — that of the spread of tubcr- 
cuIosIb aiiiiii gab cattle, for he felt tluvt thia 
i« a moat striuut matter, and If tho herda of 
tho whole provioctt are to be quarantined 
atd submitted to tho tuberculin teat, and 
the oattle anppoaed to be infected ate killed, 
the loss to the farming oommttnlty will be 
fqual to tho coit of the parliament build- 
itigd twice over.

Ho thought if the hon. gentle- 
men opposite win give a';tontion to a fair 
criticiam <;f tho intended expenditures thi'y 
will 830 that thoy aro very fairly piannod, 
and that tho policy of tho goveiument will 
bo in tho fuiuro us in thu past in tho inter- 
est of development. Mr. Prentice ho con- 
eidirjd h .d been ucf ilr in I 1 1 crilicia n of 
tho public accounts, eepeoially in conneciion 
■,v:th iho governineni buildingB. Aa a 
inonihur of the publio dcooiinta commi - 
tee that boo. gentleman had boon put in 
possoaaion of tho whole facte, and know that 
while part of tho apodal dopoait on account 
of the buildinga loan had boon drawn upon 
for other purpoaca, the amount ao utillzad 
hia since boon repaid, aa membjia may 
see from the statoinont proaontod in llio 
report of tho commit'eo io-d«y. Ho 
thought it Boaroaly fair f-ir tho hon. gontle- 
mcn oppoaito to oomparo tho per capita 
debt of thia proviroo and ita taxation wi h 
thoeo of Ontario, which ia well cettled and 
provided with roads in every dlreotlon, and 
whore there Is not tho same neceBsity for 
spending money Irs opening up new ter- 
ritory aa there is here, where so many now 
seotlons have to be attended to year by 
year. He hoped to have tin opportunity of 
apeaking again in oooimittee, and therefore 
for the present would oontenb himself with 
oadoraing the aolioncf. the, government in 
connootlon with bbe estimates now - before 
the houae. He hoped that when they oame 
to bo dlacuaeed in oommtttae the hbn. Ken- 
tlemoQ opposite would be found to be with 
the government on a great many more quel- 



lions than' would be inferred from their re- 
marks to-day. (Applause) 

Mr. Kidd, dealing wiih the do»«ooB from 
thu furming atandpoint, as a rfpcesentativo 
of tho farmers, Rdvooated^^moc* liberal ex- 
prndituro iu the improvement' tif the roads 
In hia tliatriob. ■ " • , 

Mk Kknnkov criticised <*« travelling 
expenaeo allowed tho otlioiahl"Of the govern- 
ment, and aluo the paymsot-of eeaaloDal al- 
lowai oea to 'ouhtnet minfstera. He thought 
tho public motley might Ijotter be expended 
on tho encouragement ol creameriea and 
cheese faotories than in what he oonaidered 
unproductive workavaoh aa the new govern: 
nient buildint^a. 

Mk Booth took iesne with the members 
who said that tho government had starved, 
oorbaln sectlona lato forming munioipalitlee! 
He ocratonded that such mudiolpalities were 
rath&r fed into their aepareite organizitlon, 
and he thought It a qu'^atton worthy of seri- 
oua conaidoration wnothor or not portions 
di tho ooninir.nity shoultl be allowed, after 
having helped to incuc certain iiabilltiea, 
to escape by forming Into nmnicipalitiea 
from paying their share towards wiping off 
tho indebtednesa. If the government go on 
developing territory only to croat-o now 
municipalitlea and leave tho greater 
part of the debt incurred for euoh 
development for tho reat of tho 
province to pay 6fT, aerioua diffioultiea 
may 'ho expected. In connection with 
tho-govornmenl'a aoheine for tho collsolion 
of arrears, ho said that tho aoonor thia 
matter is brouuht to an issue the tietter it 
will bo' for the country. Tho meaanres pro-, 
poaed by tho Finance Minister cannot bo 
oonstdered aa haroh. One of tho great 
'SDUroea uf troubloB for tho provmoe ia that 
people have grasped more land than they 
have been able to handle or ever expeot>;d 
to handle. Land has been taken aimply to 
hold until It may be diaposed of at advanced 
Ugurea. The actual farming of the country 
ia small oomf-ared to the aniaunt of land 
held, and until some radical obange is made 
be felt there oannot be much advance in the 
iotereata of agrioultore in tbe province. He 
dsolared himself as opposed to the praolioe 
of spending money to open up lands 
altogether unsettled, holding that the 
landa already settled should reoeive 
first attention, aa la the -prooedure 
in tho province of Ontario. Tbe 
inforecco drawn by Mr. Prentice with re- 
spect to tho debt of British Columbia oom- 
pured with Ontario waa next touohed upon, 
Mr. Booth pointing out that If the indebt- 
odneBBof the counties, village municipalitlea 
and cities bo taken into account a very dif- 
ferent result will bo arrived at from that 
stated to tho h.ouae. In Ontario tho province 
doefl not astumo reaponaibilily for many ex- 
penditurea whioh this province beara to a 
very large extent, the municipaliMea there 
taking the burden. He charged Mr. Kidd 
with inoonaiatency in preaching retrench- 
ment ond at the aamo time demanding more 
liberal treatment for hia own district of New 
WoBtminater, and Bhowed that over $i500,000 
has been spent in that district already for 
roads, streets and bridges. He expressed 
the opinion that aa the conviction forces itself 
upon the poople that they can no longer 
make easy livingi- in the cities, as they have 
done in tho paat, during boom times, they 
will bo forceii to take to tho iland, and he 
would welcome the arrival of that day as 
the beginning of real prosperity for the pro- 
vince. (Applansoi) 

Mr. Macphrrson argued at considerable 
length with a view to proving that the dis 
triots represented by oppoaition members do 
not get a fair share of tbe appropriations 

Hon. Mb. Mabtin said tbe applications 
mads by members of the oppoaition to hi 
department are in striking eontrast to their 
professions of economy in this house. Ho 
bad one hon. gentleman in mind, for in 
stance, who had made application for appro 
priations for bis district amo«ntlng to S^l, 
000 ! If tbe government were to accede to 
such demands they would have to borrow, 
not a million at a time, but thirty or forty 
millions aa they borrow in Eogland. i(Uear, 
hear) With reference tn what bad been 
said about tho spread of tuborouloeis, ho 
wished lo eniphasi/,1 the Importance of mak 
ing the very greateat efforts to prevent the 
dlaeaae being communicated to tho herds in 
the upper c untry, and Ihua obviating the 
utter ruin of the farmera. With respect to 
what had been aaid about compensation and 
the killing of sound cattle, ho felt he waa 
committing no breach of confidence in aay 
ing that tho government contemplate pay 
ing for cattle which having been killed aro 
found to bo not diaeaeed, aa ho believed is 
done in Ontario. Tho criticiam of tho gov 
crnment on thia point therefore falls to tho 
ground. He wished to refer to several 
other mattore, and aa the hour waa getting 
late ho would move the adjournment of tbe 
debate until to-morrow. 
Motion agreed to, after brief diionssion.

Some Rcciprs For Appctlz.lnc Do'ssert.1 
Vouohed l''i>r In Good UuusekecpinK. 

First on. the list oomes; the ever pop-, 
nlar charlotte russo: Boil one-quarter' 

of a cupful of rico for one hour. Drain, 
place in a fariini kettle with a cupful of 
milk and boil another hour. Add one- 
quarter cupful of sugar, ti pinch of salt 
and one-fourth box of '/elatin dissolved 
in enough milk to cover it. When cool, 
add one-half pint of whipped cream 
flavored with vanilla and a tablespoon- 
ful of sugar. Mold and serve with an 
additional half pint of cream -whipjied 
firm. 

Prune souffle is both tasty and eco- 
nomical. This is tho way to make it: 

Twenty-oight prunes st(!wed in as littlo 
water as possible. Prt-ss through a col- 
ander; add tho wliites of -I eggs and fi 
tablespeoiifuls of sugtu'. Btdco !i delicati) 
brown and serve with whipped cream. 

Brown bread pudding is another sim- 
ple dessert that is served with whipped 
cream. This is made of a cupful of 
brown bread crumlw, a pint of milk, ii 
tablespooiifuls of sugar, yolks of 3 eggs 
and a littlo salt. Add last of all the 
whites of the eggs boaton to a stiff froth. 
Bakoand servo cold with whipped cream, 

Economical cream pies aro mado as 
follows: Two eggs, ;i cniiful of sugar, ;i 
small totuipoonful of soda, 3 of cream 
tartar, not quite half u cupful of cold 
water and l'.,' cupfuls of flour. A pint 
of cream is sudicient for the two pios 

A nov(>l ginger cake is eeiiiposed of a 
cuiiful of sugar, one-half ctqifnl of buttei 
and 2 eggs. Dissolve one- half teasponn 
ful of soda in ono-luUf cupful of luilk, 
Add about 3 cupfuls of Hour, in which 
sift a teaspoonf ul of cream tartar. Add 
also a tablespoouful of ginger. Bidco 
slowly about three-(iuarters of an hour 
in a square baking sbeut, and when 
cool make two layers and spread whip 
ped cream between and on top. A littlo 
grated cocoanut dusted ovor beforo serv- 
ing is an improvement.

Annnal Dinner at the Victoria -The 
Veterans Talk Over 
Old Times. 



Most Erjnyable Occasion — The* 
Toasts and Speeches Made 
in KesponsB. 



The moinbera and friends of the Pioneer 
Sooiety gathered together once rooro last 
night for their annual dinner, and tbouKh 
from the little band nBaembled lust year a 
number have been called uwiiy, the six y 
who sat down at the Hotul Vioioria were as 
hale and jolly a crowd as ever met for 
mutual eoioynienb and relaxation. The 
company did not alone eoneist of old men, 
their life's woric neatly completed, for 
among them were brainy middle Bged buei- 
neBB men who to-day make themselv. b and 
their influence felt hs much aaever they did. 

It was 8:30 when the ifgnal was given to 
enter the dining room and in a few minutf s 
all were aeatod. The room looked exceed- 
ingly well, the tables being prettily decor- 
ated with flowers and bright with silver- 
ware and crystal. 

At the head of tho horsehoe table sat the 
president, J. J. AubIId, directly under the 
tinio-wo! D banner of tha Society, which boars 
upon it the worda "B C. Pioneer Society, 
organizid April 28, 1S71. At the chair- 
man's right eat Hon. Theodore Davie, pre- 
mier of ihe province, T. J. lJurnea, J. A. 
Clearihue, ex-president, and T. P. Reid. 
Oq tho left were Mayor Toague, Robert 
Irvicg, Sc. Andrew's and Caledouian So- 
ciety ; A. St. G. Fliint, president Sona of 
Krin ; Mr. C. A. Senilin, M P. P., leader of 
the cppoaition, and a number of other mem- 
bers ot the local legislature; Judge Harri- 
son, of Nanaimo, and other prominent per- 
sons. The pioneers were out in force, from 
"Biib" Ridley, who came to the province in 
1837, down to the younger men whose term 
of residence just passes the limit entitling 
them to membership— 1870. Tho dinner 
was well served, well cooked and in every 
way enjoyable and toothsome. 

The oooasion was by no meana a formal one. 
Everyone was there to havo a good time. 
Jolly stories and reminiscences of the old 
days and friendly talk made the hours puee 
very pleasantly. Mnsio from piano and 
violin stationed just outside the diniDgrootn 
helped to further enliven the proceedings. 

The edibles having bean disposed of, the 
Preeident, Mr. J. J. Anstin, oalled the 
company to order and proposed 

"Tho Queen," which was responded to 
with loyal enthusiasm, as was also the toast 
" The Prince of Wales and Royal Family." 

To "The President of tho U. S." Mr. T. 
J Burnes responded, Chief Sheppard also 
saying a few graci ful words complimentary 
to the penplo of the neighboring republic. 

Vico Pii^nidcnt Humphrey next proposed 
the toas' ol the (iovcruor-Cicnerul. 

Mr. W. Teniplcman responded as a loyal 
Buljjeot of tha realm and aa u .Scolclunaii in 
the stcond degree rerrovud. Tlio preeont 
liicuinbent of tho ollioo wan a wortliy one. 
Canada had been fortunate in having u liini; 
lino of al)lo C;nvernor-(Jen»ralB, who «li-.n 
they retireil did not forgot Canada and did 
they beat they could for the country. 

The President then called upon Mr 
Frank Richards for a song, and ho tavored 
tho company with that old favorite, "Homo 
Again from a Foreign Shore," overyono 
joining in the chorus. 

ICx Proaidunt Clearihue had the pleasant 
duly of proposing tho health of that bro- 
ther pioneer tho Lieutonant-Govornor. Ho 
took them back to the days of old, tho 
days of gold, in which His Honor had taken 
part. The dillicuUies and tho dangers of 
iboie times required the energies of tho 
best of the young men of the country. Ho 
then paid a tribote to the worth of tho late 
Sir Matthew Bailiie Begbie, whoso firm 
hand had in those times made the power of 
, the law supreme. If his tongue could 
spealc what hia anul felt he oould un- 
fold thriliiDg tah n of tho dangers and perils 
wbloh those hardy pioneers encountered in 
pasting through the rapid atid boiling waters 
of the mighty Frasor in quest of gohl, or 
when travelling over the trails, making their 
camps with only tho canopy if heaven 
abovo them. In 1S71, having passed 
through all those perila, they placed liritiah 
Columbia the brightest gem in tho diadem 
of tho Dominion. Since then cities hud 
been built, tho province had progroased, 
and what tho pioneers had fought for was 
now being conaiinimated, Tho Lieutenant- 
Governor waa unavoidably abaciit, but ho 
was with them in spirit. (Applauoo.) 

Hon Mr. Davio waa deeply grateful for 
the honor of responding to tho toaat. lOvery 
word of eulogy pronounood by Mr. Cleari- 
hue applied to the Lieutenant-Governor. Ho 
observed that the music opposite the toast 
was that of the " Fine Old English (Jentle- 
man." Yes 1 and " a Canadian gentleman," 
it might bo added. Without trenching on 
polltica ho would note a saying of mony 
yoara ngo, thot " wo should grow our own 
Governor," and indeed in the person of 
Lieutenant-Governor Dowdney we had done 
to, (Applanse.) He was a man whom to 
be associated with was to respecli in the 



hlgbeat deiiren. His worth was also recog- 
niz-d in ihu 1) imii.ion, whoro Sir John A. 
Macdonald li..d oalled him to his 
cihiner, in which ho waa ot leaab a 
compeer of tlioie uround him. This was not 
an oinpiy honor, and it was with regret that 
hia collofguoa liad parted with him when ho 
hecaiiio Lieut. Governor of British Colum- 
lii'i. In his present position the Lieut.- 
Governor had held tlio reius with im- 
partiality and never Imd an opponent of the 
local or Dominion governmnnD said a word 
detrimental to him. (.'\pplause.) The 
leader of tho opposition who was present 
would hoar these worda out. His abseuca 
waa regretted, but upon such a solemn 
occasion aa that in which ha had gone to 
take part no more fitting rtprebonta- 
tivo of the province could havo 
been sent. (Applause.) It would be 
a proud moment if tho lieut.Gover 
nor wore oilled upon to again enter 
active political life. No more worcliy toaoc 
could have been called than the one to 
which he now spoke, and hu (Mr. Divie) 
only regretted he was so unequal to do io 
proper justice. All he (Mr, Davie) could 
cay was to wish His Honor the Liou'.enant- 
Oovernor long life and prosperiiy. (.Ap- 
plause ) 

Mr. McArthur sang "Jeeaie tho Flower 
of Uumblane " with good tifdct. 

Mr. C. E. Redfern proposed tho Domin- 
ion Senate, Commons and Local Govern 
ment. He touched upon the matter grace- 
fully, and speaking of the local bouse held 
it waa one of which the country might be 
proud. 

Hon. Mr. Davie in responding regretted 
the absence of the worthy repreaentativea 
of the Dominion Commoos and Senate, Lt.- 
Col. Prior had intended to have been here 
but waa unfortunately ill. Mr. Eirle, ow- 
ing to illness in the family, had also been 
unable to be present. Aa regards tho city's 
representatives they were men entitled to 
our highest reepeot, and tho same was true 
of the Senators, who reflected credit on tho 
choice of the Dominson gOTernment. Com- 
ing to the local government ho was glad to 
observe that Mr. Redfern had giveu credit 
to both tho opposition andthegovornmontfor 
bcting as honest and conscientious men try- 
ing to do the best they could for the coun- 
try. It was indeed a pleasure to hear due 
credit given to both aidea. Aa regiriis tho 
government he had little to say, and with 
respeot to the opposition ho was glad to see 
they bad chosen as their loader a gentleman 
for whom there was such general respect. 
He thought the future of the country was 
pretty well assured, and was certain that 
nothing very wrong would be passed by 
><uch a house aa the present. (Applause.) 

Mr. Semlin returned thanks for the toast. 
He wished also to appear as a pioneer. Not 
very long ago be was a member of tho ao- 
oiety in Victoria and could speak as ouo of 
themeelves. (Applause.) Ho wis proud to 
be a Canadian and a British sobjeot. No 
higher boast could be made to-d»y than 
that a man was a British subject, whether 
be lived in Canada, Ao^tralia or any other 
part of the Empire, Beaponsible govern 
ment made the people of the pruvioca the 
ohoosers of their own representatives, and 
he would adviae them to elect thoao 
who were intelligent and honeat, and 
avoid those who wanted to forward 
simply ihoir own inforesta ond to gtt on ap 
propriation for their own din'rlcl. It wua 
ihodu'y of a ropresentaiivo to act in the 
interests of tho whole country as well as of 
hia own oonatiluency. (AppUupo ) Hi; 
waaaatiufied Lhat thu pooplu of tho Province 
and Dominion were capable of governing 
their own country, and that wo had boforu 
UH a career of wluoh any country might In- 
proud. Ho wau greatly obliged to tho gen- 
tleman who preceded him for the kind 
worda ho said for tho opposition, and oould 
heartily reciprocate them. (Ap[)lauiii) 

Mr. Smith, M P.P., aluo responded 
brii fly, holding that both aidea in tho houae 
were doing their best for the country, 

Mr. Adama, M.P. P. , returned thanks 
shortly, and was followed by 

Mr. H. Dallas Helmoken, M.P P., who 
gave to the company a measago from Hun. 
Dr. Holmoken, who, recoviriug from a seri- 
ous illoss, sent his best wishes for tho proa 
perity of the society. (Applause.) He 
paid neut compliment to Mr. Semlin on 
having been chcacn loader of the opposition 
The present government, he added, which 
he (Mr HeiipolceD) followed was tho one he 
oonaidered the best fitted to lead tho prov- 
ince to prosperity. (Applause ) 

Mr. Mint at tho oall of the ch>ir gave 
" Finnigan's Walie " in grand ttyie. 

Mr. McKay proposed the " Army, Navy 
and Volunteers." 

Mr. Blackwood made a oapital response. 

Tho Mayor and Council was proposed by 
Mr. J. H Loveil who noticed that the 
mayors of Victoria had all been pioneers, 
and that on the whole the olty oouooil had 
always aotod in tho interests of the city. 

Mayor Toaguo replying aaid ho would not 
talk of city politica but he thought tho Coun- 
cil had done tho beat they could for tho oiiy 
They had come In for a largo share of un- 
fair criticism. Kvorything thoy did had to 
be done in public and often poopio got hold 
of the wrong end of the story. Having 
humorously referred to tho oritioism to 
which tho council wore subjooted ho turned 
to pioneer reminisoonooa when ho went 
through rough exporienoea in lSi58. 

Aid. Koith-Wilaon briefly noticed tho 
growth of tho city since 1872. Hoferring to 
civic matters ho thought tho ratepayers 
should take more interest in coming forward 



to vote on election day. He complimented 
the city on ita efficient civic ofiiaers, refer- 
ring to the Chi< f of Police, Mr. Smith, 
deputy oity treasurer, and Mr, Johnaon, 
market superintendent, who were in the 
room. 

Aid. Humphrey— The Moyor being a 
p'oneor speaks a great deai|for the pioneers. 
The pioneers have dono everything for tho 

country. 

Aid. Humphrey also spoke briefly, saying 
tho pioneers had done a great; deal for the 

city council. 

Mr. A. Graham proposed sister sooloties. 

Mr. T. J. Burnea as Preaiiout of tho B 
C. Benevolent Society thanked tho pioneers 
for their kindly donations every year to 
help tlie poor. He touched on tho work 
dono by hia society towarda aesiating the 
more unfortunate classes in tho city. 

Mr. Robert Irving, president of tho St. 
Andrew's and Caledonian Si,clety followed, 
rel urned thanks 

Mr. A. St. G. Flint, president of the Sons 
of Erin, also responded for his society. 

"Sarah'a Young Man" was «ung with 
vim by Hon. Mr. Divie in responao to a 
general demand and met with great 
applsuae. 

"Bench and Bar" was toasted by Mr. 
A. J. Thain. 

Judge Harriaon replying, apoke of the 
aatiafactory way in which the great judicial 
system of the empire worked under reapon- 
stble government. The benoh were taken 
from the bar and were a credit to the prov- 
ince and the country at large. 

Hon. Mr. Davie alluding to some remarka 
made earlier in the evening, said that the 
act reapecting the government /Of cities, 
now before the houae, was for '^tbe 
purpose of goading the ratepayers 
to go to the polls to tske an interest In civic 
alTairs. It was not with any idea of rcQsct- 
ing upon the mayor and ooanoil. who had, 
he felt sure, done their best for the oity. 
Touching on tha benah and bar he told some 
amusing instances of his first legal ezperl- 
onces. 

Mr, H. D. Helmoken, QO , also replied 

to tho toaat. 

Mr. E C. Johnson proposed "The Press" 
in a neat little speech, whioh was replied to 
by Mr, VV. Templeman, Mr. M. Egan and 
Mr. L Macrae. 

The toast of the " Visiting Pioneers " 
was answorcd by Mr. Reid and Mr. Innea. 

The last toaat, that of " The Lii^dies," waa 
proposed by Mr. Smith and responded to by 
Mr. Holmoken.
